is well nigh impo ssible, y et th e o ne 
ch ance in a h undred t h a t th e sco urge 
m a y beco me general m ust be co mbat' 
ed. I t is raging in Russia, Italy and 
o th er part s o f Euro pe, and th e Inco m­ 
ing steam er s fro m th e infected po rts, 
carry ing 
th eir 
th o us ands 
o f 
im mi­ 
grants, bring th e disease to o ur o wn 
do o rs. W e canno t sto p th e immigrants 
fro m co ming—o r a t least w e h ave no t 
do ne s o - b u t we can keep o ut th eir 
diseases. 
Fo r th is purpo se w ere lo ng ago estab­ 
lish ed a quara ntine and a h ealth o ffi­ 
cer fo r th e po rt o f New Yo rk. 
T h e 
m a n wh o h as h o ld th is place fo r many 
y ears Is Dr. Alvah II. Do ty . I)r. Do ty 
Is no t a mere lo cal o fficial. lie Is a na ­ 
tio nal 
institutio n, 
with 
an 
Interna­ 
tio nal reputatio n. Ills great co ntribu­ 
tio n to th e study o f ch o lera and to 
t h a t o f many o th er Infectio us diseases 
is th at th e co ntagio n Is carried by per­ 
so ns and no t by clo th ing, o ld rags o r, 
barring fo o d and water, any o th er in­ 
a nim a te substance wh atso ever. 
It is 
largely due to Dr. D o ty ’s effo rts th a t 
th e dread Asiatic plague never gets 
past th e po rt o f New Yo rk, th e do o r o f 
th e natio n. 


No Panic No waday s. 


In th e o ld day s th e new s th at eigh t 
death s fro m ch o lera h ad o ccurred o n 
a n island in New Yo rk bay wo uld 
h ave o ccasio ned a panic. 
Peo ple wo uld 
h ave fled fro m New Yo rk and fro m 
mo st o f th e o th er eastern cities. 
No w 
it is merely an item o f news, o ver 
wh ich no bo dy gro ws particularly e x ­ 
cited. 
Millio ns in th e metro po lis, o nly 
n few miles distilnt fro m Swinburne 
island, wh ere th e ch o lera cases are 
treated, go abo ut th eir business with 
unco ncern. 
Th ey kno w th at between 
th em a nd th e infectio n is Dr. Do ty . 
Buttressed by science and suppo rted 
by h is co rps o f trained assistants, h e 
is equal to th e co ntest. 
T h a t Is w h at 
th e age o f reaso n h as acco mplish ed fo r 
mankind. 
Th e I)r. Do ty s, fo rtified by 
kno wledge, h o ld th o terro rs o f o ld nt 
bay . 
Ch o lera co mes, and th ey clo se 
th e do o r in its fno e. 
Th e bubo nic 
plague appears o n th e Pacific co nst, 
b ut go es uo farth er and is allo wed to

th ere. 
Smallpo x is made mild and inno cuo us.

In 18 32 ch o lera appeared in Detro it 
and spread th ro ugh o ut th e land. 
It 
arrived In New Yo rk o n June 27 and 
lasted two mo nth s. In th a t sh o rt time 
th ere were 3,400 death s in th e metro p­ 
o lis alo ne. 
Death was equally busy in 
o th er no rth ern cities. 
In Cincinnati 
and elsewh ere th e sco urge did no t dis 
appear till 18 33. 
In St. Lo uis and New 
Orleans th e pestilence was at its wo rst.

th at ch o lera do es no t flo urish in no rt h ­ 
ern climates is a delusio n.

exceedingly good humor 
and greeted 
Chairman Stanley and other member* 
of the 
committee ewith 
enthusiasm 
He at once 
took the 
witness stand 
and began to read a statement which 
he had prepared, introducing his sub­ 
ject with u description 
of the finan­ 
cial panic 
conditions in the 
full of 
1907. 
"It was the utmost duty of the ad­ 
ministration," he read, 
"to 
prevent 
by ull means the spread of the panic 
before it became a disaster." 
The secretary of the treasury and 
he, Mr. Roosevelt said, were constant 
ly In touch with the situation. 
Dur 
lug that 
time he 
learned 
that two 
members of the United States Steel 
corporation wished to see him In the 
morning. 
At breakfast the next day 
he was informed that E. H. Gary and 
H. C. Frick were wultlng to see him 
Mr. Bonaparte, then attorney-general, 
he continued, had not yet arrived from 
Baltimore. 
"I sent a note to Secretary Root to 
come over," 
the 
former 
president 
read, "and he *irlv« d at the White 
House," 
The 
conference 
was 
brief, 
M r 
Roosevelt 
explainred, 
and later h* 
wrote u note to Mr. Bonaparte stat­ 
ing ull the facts of the conference. 
Mr. Roosevelt then read to the com­ 
mittee the letter, afterward published 
In the senate records uf the hearing 
on the Tenuersee Coal und iron case 
In 1909. 
The letter se' forth how Mr 
Frick and 
Mr. Gary hud 
subm lttel 
the 
proposition for 
the sale 
of the 
Tennessee company und how in* had 
expressed the opinion that he did not 
wish to H'uud lu the way 
ttt pmvent 
Jug u financial panic. 
The. fiim that 
was in trouble, 
Mr. Roosevelt 
said, 
had not been mentioned. 
Mr. Roosevelt went on, going Into 
details about the nerloiiH flnrncial con­ 
dition* In New York, and told how he 
had taken the responsibility to permit 
tlx* transfer of the steel company and 
did It on his own Initiative. 
"It was a matter of general know­ 
ledge,” he suld, referring to bank* and 
trust eompaulees in New York, "that 
they held securities of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron company which had no 
market value.” 
The 
proposition of 
Messrs. Gary 
and 
Frick was, he continued, “ that 
the United States Steel 
corporation 
should take over the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron company Immdlately. 
"It was necessary for me to act at 
once," said the former president, “ be­ 
fore the stock exchange opened, or the 
transaction might prove useless.” 
He said In« was convinced that ac 
quirement by the steel corporation of 
thee Ten esse« Coal and iron company 
did not change the legal status of the 
corporation 
"Furthermore, I believed It would be 
for the public good, ” continued 
Mr. 
Roosevelt. 
"I answered Messrs. Gary 
and Frick that If matters were In such 
a state 1 did not want to stand in the 
way, and tin* results proved that the 
act was a good one, because the paric
